LIBRARY BOOK RATE—Permit require- 
ment relaxed. The Post Office Department 
printed in the FEDERAL REGISTER, April 9, 
1958, a proposal to relax the requirement for 
securing approval of the privileges of mailing 
books at the library book rate. It discontinues 
the earlier system and enables qualified librar- 
ians and organizations to mail books at the 
special rate without filing a request for per- 
mission with the postmaster, so long as the 
name of the library or organization appears in 
the address (or return address) on each parcel 
mailed. The new rule became effective May 
E>, EF5e.

LIBRARY TRUSTEES NOTES 
From GEORGE W. COEN, President, 


Ohio Library Trustees Association 
Dear Trustees: 

We have recently completed a well attended 
series of district meetings around the state. 
We hope that you were all able to enjoy the 
benefits of meeting together with your fellow- 
trustees. 

Dean Joseph Canzani of the Columbus Art 
School brought many new and _ challenging 
ideas to us at the District meetings about our 
obligations in this age of large numbers to 
strive to personalize our library service and 
ways to present our facilities and materials in 
the most visually attractive manner possible. 

There is a rather uniform recognition among 
Trustees that sales tax collections and intan- 
gible tax sources have been decreasing and that 
there are increasing demands from state and 
local governments for extended relief and aid 
expenditures. The

monies to try meet these most vocal 


demands. 

If you review the results of the primary 
nominations, you will note that many of the 
legislators with whom we have been working 
in the past did not offer themselves for re- 
nomination, and, in addition, several incum- 
bents were repudiated. More new individuals 
may be sent to the legislature as the result of 
the November election. There will be many 
new legislators to familiarize with the Ohio 
library picture in 1959. We have a continuing 
obligation to reexamine Ohio Public Library 
Service, its tradition, its facilities and our 
objectives for continuing extended uniform 
service.

More state economics. New rules on expen- 
diture of state funds by Finance Department 
restricts state officials and employees to one 
out-of-state association meeting per fiscal year.

Federal aid for buildings. We regret to place 
a dampening effect upon our first enthusiasm 
for the possibility of such aid, now in process 
of being enacted by the United States Con- 
gress. It seems that the Public Housing and 
Community Facilities Agency which admin- 
isters present loans, usually requires security 
in the form of a bond issue. Here in Ohio, if 
a community passes a bond issue, there would 
be no need for Federal aid. The only advantage 
in borrowing from the Federal Government 
might be that the rated interest would be lower 
than from private sources. In spite of this 
problem we still think library boards and li- 
brarians should have plans ready so that they 
could take advantage of any change or relaxa- 
tion of this requirement. 

State Library-Archives Building. The State 
Library Board at a recent meeting decided to 
withdraw from participation in the proposed 
project. Selection of the former Governor’s 
Mansion site on East Broad Street some two 
miles from the State House made the Board 
feel that the State Library located there would 
find it impossible to provide service to legis- 
lators and other state officials which is one of 
its primary functions. The Board will continue 
its efforts to secure new and adequate facilities 
for the State Library. 

State Board of Tax Appeals awarded Cleve- 
land Public Library $75,000 and Cuyahoga 
County Library $35,000 on their appeal for

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WORK SIMPLIFICATION AND MECHANIZATION IN THE L!IBRARY*

Work simplification and mechanization are 
not new to libraries. We have been working 
for years on better methods for handling the 
great mass of paper work which libraries must 
necessarily perform. Almost every library con- 
ference has commercial displays of mechanized 
equipment to speed the work and free the staff 
for more creative activities. Meetings are held 
on methods of simplifying procedures, speed- 
ing the processing of books and on new charg- 
ing systems. A few large library systems have 
become so conscious of the need to improve 
and simplify their procedures that they have 
set up full time positions for management 
analysts and administrative aides to work on 
these problems. However, in spite of the ad- 
vances made by some libraries we still find 
many libraries that operate in the same manner 
in which they did a generation ago. Mention 
of mechanized or changed procedures is greeted 
with exclamations of dismay and “we always 
do it this way.” 


Somehow the spectre of automation, with a 
background of long lines of unemployed wait- 
ing for relief payments, seems to come into the 
minds of some people when this subject is dis- 
cussed. Perhaps it would be well to indicate 
at this point that we are not talking about 
automation. In full automation machines 
would substitute both for human muscle and 
human brains. 


Full both automatic 
materials handling and automatic controls. As 
I understand it, automation is practical where 
the process is repetitive and standardized, the 
raw materials can be moved in bulk and the 
volume of output is high. Paper work can be 
automated and fully controlled but the cost 
may be prohibitive. At the present stage of 
development it is not likely that there will be 
many unemployed librarians because of auto- 
mation; but it is likely that the costs of oper- 
ating libraries may become so high that the 
taxpayers will question the necessity and value 
of many of our activities. Automation may 
come to the library in the future but for the 
present we are concerned with work simplifica- 
tion and mechanization. 

Institutions like individuals form habits and 
become fixed in their ways. The familiar be- 
comes the accepted and the busy round of 
daily activities leaves little time for introspec- 
tion and creative thinking. Some of us spend 
so much time complaining about how much 


automation involves 


we have to do that little time is left in which 
to do it. Others keep themselves so busy with 
their filing and rubber stamps that they never 
ask the uncomfortable question—Why am I 
doing this? Constant examination of daily 
procedures is essential to avoid waste and work 
which has no purpose. The secret of successful 
work simplification is to study one process at 
a time. 


The first step is to determine what is being 
done so that you have a firm basis for analyz- 
ing the work. Secondly, you must ask the 
question—Is if necessary? This question, if 
honestly answered, will eliminate non-essential 
work, help control manpower and reduce ex- 
pense. If this question receives an affirmative 
answer, you must then go on to the next ques- 
tion—What is the best way to do it? This 
question takes you into the realm of simplified 
procedures, fewer forms, fewer reports, less 
handling of paper and better equipment to do 
the job. 


Let us return to the most important ques- 
tion—Is it necessary? There are several sub- 
questions which can help us make this decision. 
Perhaps, the method would be clarified by 
indicating briefly a few examples of our pro- 
cedures which were eliminated or changed as 
a result of asking questions. 

1. Why is the work done? 

a. Duplicate sets of schedules for each 
branch and department were kept at the Main 
Library Business Office. The major value of 
these duplicates was to locate a staff member 
at any time. However, this use was limited. 
The same thing could be accomplished by 
phoning the individual department or branch 
when the problem arose. We experimented 
doing without this duplicate procedure which 
required about sixteen hours a week and found 
that we got along very well. Now, few of us 
can remember why we ever kept duplicate 
schedules. 

b. Many libraries count non-fiction circu- 
lation and acquisitions by class but few librar- 
ies make use of this information. The value of 
the detailed count may be questioned because 
the class designations do not always indicate 
the type of book circulated. Some libraries 
using transaction cards in charging, have 
eliminated counting fiction and non-fiction 
separately without any great loss. The savings

A very important source of suggestions fo: 
improvements is the staff. Once staff members 
are sold on the value of work simplification 
because it will result in less routine, in more 
interesting work, in a less fatiguing work day 
and in releasing funds for salary increases, they 
will respond with ideas. The person doing the 
job, if motivated, can best tell you how to im- 
prove it. Ask your staff for suggestions. Have 
an open mind about trying them and keep some 
sampling records on the time it takes to do a 
job so that you can figure with the staff mem- 
ber the cost of the operation. 

Librarians from small libraries may say that 
this does not apply to them and that some of 
the equipment mentioned is too expensive for 
them. Simplification of procedures can free a 
librarian in a small library from as much 
drudgery as the assistant in a large library. 
Small libraries can get together to cooperate 
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on reducing their costs by having one library 
in a region do the purchasing and cataloging 
for all. Supply orders might be combined and 
the advantages of quantity prices gained for 
all. If equipment cannot be purchased perhaps 
it can be leased thus reducing the cash outlay 
from a limited budget. 


What we have done is not new or original 
but it has resulted in some benefts to our staff. 
In October, 1956, the staff of the Dayton and 
Montgomery County Public Library, not 
counting part-time pages, was 176.7 persons. 
As vacancies occurred we reassigned jobs and 
eliminated some positions so that by September, 
1957, we had 147.84 staff members, a reduc- 
tion of 16.3‘,. Since then we have added a 
new branch and made some other adjustments 
which brought our staff to 154.2 persons in 
May, 1958. As a result of savings made in 
these positions, we were able to put into effect 
a new salary schedule by October, 1957, which 
resulted in sizeable gains in earnings on the 
part of every staff member. In the meantime 
the book circulation has been increasing so that 
the first four months in 1958 were 334, higher 
than 1957 and 51‘, higher than 1956.

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18 MONTHS OF THE LIBRARY SERVICES ACT IN OHIO

In the 18 months L. S. A. has been operating 
in Ohio, $217,140 has been received in federal 
$40,000 for January to June, 1957, 
$16,645 for July, 1957, to June, 1958, and a 
special allotment of $12,495, in March, 1958.

The Traveling Library Department has re- 
ceived $28,265. The State Circulation Depart- 
ment has $23,126. Translated into 
books, 22.250 volumes have been added to the 
State Library. This represents three times the 
State Library book budget for these two de- 


received 


partments for the corresponding period of time. 

$72,000 has been invested in six bookmo- 
biles, four of which have been allotted to 
county extension libraries not already having 
beokmobiles. These libraries were able to se- 
cure budget increases to operate this service. 
The libraries involved are the Guernsey County 
Library at Cambridge, the Ashtabula County 
District Library at Ashtabula, the Holmes 
County Library at Millersburg, and the Port 
Clinton Library at Port Clinton. 

Two bookmobiles were purchased by the 
State Library for use in two-county service. 
Two such areas have been established, one in 
the northern part of the state in Fulton and 
Henry Counties and the other in the southern 
part of Ohio in Adams and Brown Counties. 
The State Library is operating the service on 
contract with the extension center libraries in 
the counties and service will be started in the 
summer in both areas and the last federal al- 
lotment of $12,495 is being used to start the 
beok collections for these bookmobiles. These 
programs will be self sustaining and will not 
be dependent upon federal funds for continu- 
ation. Supervision and administration of the 
programs will be provided by the Library Serv- 
ices Project. 

$17,000 has gone into two county-wide 
demonstration this past year. In 
Wood County, direct county-wide adult serv- 
ice was set up. A librarian with adult educa- 
tion and extension work experience was put 
in charge of the program by the Bowling Green 
Public Library. A station wagon was provided 
for this direct work in the county, and funds 
were supplied the Bowling Green Library for 
a membership in a film circuit. The librarian 
has also been working with the six other librar- 
ies in the county, developing cooperative li- 
brary practices emphasizing expansion of serv-

A _ local librarian has been 
used to head up each group, rather than hav 
ing some one from the state level doing the 
contact work. In each case, arrangements were 
made with the Board of Trustees 
to recompense them for the time the librarian 
used on this program, and to pay them for sup 
plies, postage, telephone service, ete., used by 
the librarian in program work. Also there was 
a financial settlement with the librarian for the 
added load this extra activity would add to his 
regular work load.

The largest of these regional planning groups 
includes libraries in eleven counties, Jefferson, 
Coshocton, Carroll, Harrison, 
Holmes, Muskingum, Noble, Guernsey, Bel- 
mont and Washington.

all departments. In these 18 months a total of 
$31.200 has been spent for added personnel 
alone to cope with the program at the state 
level. An office had to be set up to maintain 
records. A storage room in the basement of the 
State Office Building was cleared out, reha- 
bilitated and equipped for this purpose. It now 
also doubles as the receiving room for books 
and small equipment for the library. Desks, 
typewriters, chairs, etc., had to be added for 
the new staff members, book trucks had to be 
acquired to move this mass of books from thc 
basement to the catalog department on the 
14th floor of the building, supplies were pur- 
Postage, telephone and travel 
had to be set up to operate the program. All 
of this has cost $21,851. Administrative ex- 
penses will be much lower in the future for all 
major pieces of office equipment have been 
purchased.

Specific plans for the next year’s program 
cannot be made until the amount appropriated 
by Congress for this program is known. That 
will probably not be until some time in July. 
Should only $3,000,000 be appropriated, Ohio 
will receive only $82,000 for the entire year. 
About the only program we can undertake will 
be a continuation of book-buying for the 
Traveling Library and the State Circulation 
Departments. Even so, it will have to be re- 
duced over the present rate of purchasing. 

If $5,000,000 is appropriated, Ohio will 
have the same amount as was received this 
year, $164,645. The book program at the State 
Library can be continued on the present scale 
and at least one regional program can be un- 
dertaken, and maybe two. 


If, by chance the 
full amount of 


$7,500,000 is appropriated, 
$264,000 would be available to Ohio, and an 
expanded program could really get under way. 
Regional programs could be started; the book 
purchasing program at the State Library at its 
present level continued; two or more county 
library services by bookmobile would be pos- 
sible. With $264,000 the State could be jump- 
ing with projects.

Attending the 
ceremonies were STATE LIBRARIAN WAL- 
TER BRAHM, MISS RUTH HESS, State 
Supervisor of Library Projects, JOSEPH 
HURST, of New Philadelphia, President of 
the State Library Board, FRED KNUEBEL, 
President of the ASHTABULA PUBLIC LI- 
BRARY and LIBRARIAN MISS ETHEL Mc- 
DOWELL. MRS. MARIAN COVERT is Ex- 
tension Librarian, MRS. PAUL ANDERSON, 
Clerk, and ROY LOCKHART, Clerk-driver. 

In Holmes County, LIBRARIAN MRS. 
VILMA PIKKOJA held a “Name the Book- 
mobile Contest” for the youngsters early in 
April when the new bookmobile began oper- 
ating out of Millersburg. 
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The CANTON PUBLIC LIBRARY pur- 
chased its fourth bookmobile this winter and 
it has been in operation for the past six months. 

Representatives of the 20 townships served 
by the PORTAGE COUNTY DISTRICT LI- 
BRARY, headed by CHARLES N. DEMIAN, 
chairman of the citizens’ committee, held a 
“get the bookmobile back on the road” cam- 
paign as a part of National Library Week. 
The group set $5,000 as its goal to cover re- 
pairs to the bookmobile as a result of an acci- 
dent. Repairs were estimated at $8,000 with 
the insurance paying less than $4,000. The 
Portage County District Library serves all 
schools and residents of the County outside of 
Kent and Ravenna. 

The CINCINNATI PUBLIC LIBRARY 
chalked up another first when it inaugurated 
a bookmobile with science, and only science, 
on its shelves. The material is for use by jun- 
ior and senior high school students and was 
selected by members of the library’s SCIENCE 
AND INDUSTRY and BRANCH DEPART- 
MENTS. The SCIENCE BOOKMOBILE will 
make regularly scheduled trips to the various 
branch libraries. MRS. DOROTHY Mc- 
NUTT is head of the SCIENCE AND IN- 
DUSTRY DEPARTMENT. 





HOW CAN WE HELP YOUNG ADULTS?*

A college freshman who was a straight “A” 
student in high school, admitted recently that 
English had been her most difficult subject 
this year and that she had to learn how to use 
a library. The mother of a large family has 
been supplying the younger members with li- 
brary books—many books because the older 
children, now in college, tell her that they wish 
that they had read more when they were in 
high school. These are not isolated cases. The 
other day a young college man came into the 
library to get material for a theme. A bibliog- 
raphy was the first assignment. He wasn’t 
acquainted with the Reader’s Guide to Per. Lit. 
When his subject was found in current issue, 
he looked at the articles listed in the Reader’s 
Guide but it didn’t occur to him to copy the 
references. The situation is shocking in this 
day of well equipped school and public librar- 
ies. Is it a lack of guidance? Are activities 
and the wide variety of entertainment crowd- 
ing out reading? How many young people 
know the pleasure to be found in spending an 
afternoon with a good book—a quiet after- 
noon without the sound of a radio or the TV 
coming in to interrupt the story? This may be 
an old-fashioned idea but losing one’s self in 
a good book is the only way to enjoy it and to 
appreciate it thoroughly. 

A father and son visited our library recently. 
The father was in search of books on photog- 
raphy and while he was examining the collec- 
tion, his son wandered into the Young Adult 
Room and found books on aeroplanes, the sub 
ject in which he was interested. There was a 
little friendly discussion between the two about 
the books each wanted. The same afternoon 
a mother and two teen-age daughters spent a 
considerable amount of time browsing, talking 
about books, and they looked as though they 
were having a good time. How often does this 
happen—a parent and teen-agers browsing to- 
gether? There was a time when the whole 
family spent an evening or part of a day in 
the library. Why is it that when young people 
begin to select their own books there is less 
sharing of books with parents? 

An important obligation of all librarians 
working with young adults is to introduce 
them to adult literature. Parents can help 
also; they can arouse their curiosity in books 
and can help them appreciate the best in adult 
literature by reading the same books and talk- 


ing about them. Isn’t it time to promote 3 


crusade—if one promotes a crusade—for par- 
ents and teen-agers to read and talk about 
books? Let the teen-agers ask for a sensational 
novel and everyone is concerned. If they are 
readers why worry? They should be able to 
handle it in the right way and in any case why 
not use this opportunity to talk about reading? 

A sixteen-year-old girl objected to or ques- 
tioned her mother’s reading material when she 
found a copy of a controversial novel lying on 
a table. The girl had read it. Some one at 
school had a copy and had passed it around 
among her friends. The “underground library”, 
as one writer has called the sensational books 
circulated among friends in most secondary 
schools, provided the girl with the book—the 
same “underground library” which furnished 
you with the sensational books in your high 
school days. Well do I remember reading, and 
this will date me, The Sheik and The Plastic 
Age from this type of library. Books like these 
if they are read can be used as stepping stones. 
They can be discussed, their good qualities 
analyzed along with the poorer qualities which 


make the book a sensational or controversial 
one. 


On the other hand some young adults are 
searching for information and for good read- 
ing and are not finding it. Educating young 
adults to use the collection selected for them 
is frequently a problem. In analyzing the col- 
lection of one library where the young adults 
were by-passing the books selected for them, 
we discovered that there was an abundance of 
teen-age stories of more interest to the junior 
high school group, and this younger group was 
driving away the older teen-agers. In discus- 
sions about books for the young adult books 
for the mature reader are often questioned. 
Either the book is too realistic, or too limited 
in appeal. Are we watering down our collec- 
tions? Are we under-estimating the intellectual 
level of our young people? Are there not ma- 
ture readers in every community who are ready 
for some realism as there are the average read- 
ers, the reluctant readers and the non-readers? 
Perhaps we are at fault for the lack of read- 
ing. We are, if we are not providing them with 
books that come to grips with social problems, 
books that will help them prepare for college, 


books which they and their parents can enjoy 
together.

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At the other extreme of the age span in- 
cluded in what we call the young adult group 
is the ninth grade. This is a critical year in 
the reading growth of a majority of young 
people. This is the age when boys and girls 
who have read and read since the day they took 
out their first library card are apt to stop read- 
ing. It may be a gradual slackening but the 
first thing they know they are too busy with 
school activities, part-time jobs, and_ social 
functions to have time for reading except for 
the required book reports which become a chore 
even for the good reader. This is the time 
when we have to put forth every effort to 
hang on to the good reader and challenge the 
reluctant reader with a variety of books on 
the adult level but within their understanding. 
It is the time to shake some readers loose from 
the groove of simple animal stories, boy-girl 
romances, sport stories, and into the adventures 
of explorers, hunters, and world travelers, the 
historical novels which provide a rich back- 
ground, and the excellent biographies of men 
and women who have had full, interesting 
lives. 

Marchette Chute in an article on Lifetime 
Reading Habits calls attention to the change 
in reading students experience when they enter 
high school. They go suddenly from easy to 
difhcult reading and many are caught unpre- 
pared. Those who cannot make the transition 
then slip back into easy books and to comics. 
The responsibility of helping them over the 
hump is one to be shared jointly by the teacher, 
the parent, and the librarian. 

I have been asked to describe the young adult 
program which Cuyahoga County Public Li- 
brary is developing. First, a word about whom 
Cuyahoga County Library serves. In the cen- 
ter of the County is the City of Cleveland 
with its large and wonderful collection housed 
in the Main Library and its thirty-one branches. 
Adjacent to Cleveland are several suburbs with 
independent libraries. Cuyahoga County Li- 
brary serves 54 communities located on the 
fringe of the county. Twenty-two count: 
branch libraries serve the 54 communities. The 
county is divided into four regions and in each 
regional area there is a large regional book 
collection which is used to supplement the col- 
lections of the smaller branches in the area and 
the school libraries, elementary, junior, and 
senior high schools. Each region specializes in 
certain fields of knowledge but the collections 
include books in all fields. Each regional li 
brary maintains a bookmobile. Two bookmo- 
biles serve adult patrons and two serve school 
libraries. The twenty-two i 


communities in 
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which the county branches are located range 
in population from 1200 persons to 65,000. 
All but one branch has a young adult collec- 
tion. We have at long last passed that barrier 
in our thinking that reserved young people’s 
work for the large city libraries. 

The ABC’s, the essentials of any library 
young adult program are 1) staff; 2) books, 
3) a place in the library which young adults 
can think of as their own. Librarians have 
often debated which comes first, staff, or a 
young adult book collection. After these last 
few months spent in visiting libraries where 
a shortage in personnel has created critical situ- 
ations there is no doubt left in my mind that 
staff comes first. Without some one to greet 
young adults, to show an interest in them, and 
without a person who knows their interests 
and the books they enjoy, a collection alone 
pretty It is like going home from 
school to find the house deserted and looking 
a little neglected because no one is there to 
answer the call “hello, ’'m home.” Work with 
young adults needs to be delegated to one mem- 
ber of the staff who will assume the responsi- 
bility and duties of keeping the collection alive, 
who will work with teachers and school librar- 
ians and secure book lists to anticipate the 
demands of the students, who will provide 
the warm welcome all young adults like, and 
who will give them reading guidance of the 
highest quality.

Miss Chute in the same article on Lifetime 
Reading Habits defined the ideal teacher as 
one to whom the subject is not compulsory. 
He does not teach it because it is in the cur- 
riculum, but because he would rather teach it 
than anything else in the world. Nothing 
seems more important to him than to com- 
municate to his students the pleasure and ex- 
citement he himself finds in books. The ideal 
young adult librarian, one might describe, as 
one who would rather work with this group 
than with any other group, one who likes 
young adults (not everyone does), is inter- 
ested in their problems and is a good listener. 
To the ideal young adult librarian, this part 
of the work is not just an assignment; young 
adults are important people. The young adult 
librarian is a good reader, likes to talk about 
books, and can match books and readers. This 
is the kind of person we are seeking to fill 
thes? positions in communities which are grow- 
ing and which present ideal situations because 
of size to work with this age group. In the 
present crisis we are turning to people of col- 
lege background—with background in books, 


readers who like this age and feel a challenge 








in working with them, to fill some of the posi- 
tions. One staff member in the classification 
is the mother of a teen-ager. She chose this 
position over a desk position in another library 
conveniently located near her home. She came 
to work last fall and within a short time the 
librarian discovered that she had the big six- 
footers, who always created an undercurrent 
of restlessness in the library, wound around 
her finger, and in January had the girls inter- 
ested in organizing a reading club which is 
progressing. 
Our young

We need to acquaint ourselves with the changes 
which are occurring in the field of education 
because it is the young adult who is the most 
concerned. There are suilines books on going 
to college, how to choose the college best suited 
to the individual, how to be accepted in a col- 
lege; there are excellent books on how to study; 
there is a wealth of career material—all of 
which should be available for young adults who 
are interested and who will benefit. In an 
article on The Emerging Features of Tomor- 
row’s Higher Education (Educational Record, 
October, 1957) by your first speaker we learn 
that we can look forward to having fifty per- 
cent of the college-age population attending 
some type of collegiate institution. It is little 
wonder that we hear that young adults are 
going to experience stiff competition in the 
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1958,” the handbook 
on employment opportunities for young men 
mentions an emphasis by employers on quality 
for both technical and non-technical workers. 
Background is what employers want—reading 
background as well as skills. Gilbert W. Chap- 
man, and chairman of the Na- 
tional Book Committee said in a speech before 
the National Council of Teachers of English

The essence of good service lies in the selec- 
tion of books and in reading guidance.

rent demand. The more mature readers have 
liked Alistair MacLean’s thrilling story of a 
rescue in World War II as told in “The Guns 
Navarone” and “HMS Ulysses,” excellent 
warfare at Helen MacInnes takes the 
reader into the more complicated novel of 
international intrigue and espionage. Readers 
of “Above Suspicion” and “Pray for a Brave 
Heart” will enjoy “North from 
Rome,” the story of the American playwright 
who loses his girl to an Italian Count, rescues 
another girl and becomes involved with the 
Count who is a leader in a narcotic ring group 
that is seeking power. Miss MacInnes has a 
way of pointing up the intrigue existing in 
the capital cities of the world. A lonely girl 
adjusts to marriage and life in a New York 
suburb far away from a devoted family and 
friends in a town in Indiana. Her husband is 
reserved by nature and too absorbed in his 
work to share any sort of recreation with her. 
Jessica Lyon handles this problem in the novel 
“The Given Heart” by showing how the girl 
grows into maturity. Mary Stolz is labeled a 
writer for teen-age girls but her novels, more 
than most in this category, have depth and 
perception.

stream-of-consciousness in the handling of a 
girl who dreams about popularity and the kind 
of girl she would like to be, and in dreaming 
becomes self-centered. ‘Because of Madeline” 
requires understanding to appreciate the im- 
pact an “outsider” makes on the old students 
in a small private school. “Bridge to the Sun” 
by Gwen Terasaki and “The Small Woman” by 
Alan Burgess describes two women who have 
had interesting lives—one is the autobiography 
of a young American who was married to a 
Japanese diplomat when Japan bombed Pearl 
Harbor and who found herself separated from 
her people for the duration of the war. In the 
second, an English parlormaid had the cour- 
age to go literally “to the ends of the Earth” 
to do what she wanted most to do. Alone she 
crossed Siberia, which was a dangerous journey, 
to China and traveled to a mountainous area 
in the west still untouched by Christianity to 
serve as a missionary. ‘A Student’s Diary” of 
the recent uprising in Hungary, Michener’s 
“Bridge at Andau,” give the facts of that re- 
bellion. Facts are what the young want. In 
closing | am reminded of an incident in the 
novel “Warm Wind, West Wind” by Ann 
Matthew. Crede, a young girl from Bristol 
and the daughter of a ship merchant, meets 
the famous scholar, Dr. Erasmus, in London. 
It interests him that here is a girl acquainted 
with Latin and he asks her the name of her 


teacher. Her cousin, Allie, in Bristol taught 
her and she describes him as one who has ideas 
and can lose himself in pursuing them. Dr. 
Erasmus answers “your cousin must be a gifted 
teacher, and more than that”—then he stops 
but goes on to say “God give others like him. 
Sometimes I think I am too much at the center 
and it is those tending a spark in odd corners 
who—” the reader knows what he means— 
those tending a spark in odd corners—such as 
the librarians working with young adults in 
our libraries, large and small, who have within 
their reach infinite opportunities.

A PRESSING PROBLEM 
REPORT OF O.L.A. COMMITTEE 
ON EDUCATION BEYOND THE 

HIGH SCHOOL 


The recent spread throughout Ohio of 
Branch Universities with meagre college library 
facilities is placing a heavy load on public li- 
braries. The problem is acute for some librar- 
ies in small cities where branch colleges have 
been established and surrounding smaller locali- 
ties from which students commute. 


O.L.A. Committee on Education Beyond the 
High School was appointed to study and pre- 
sent to the Governor’s Commission the library 
problems created by branch universities, so 
that these problems may be considered when 
legislative recommendations are made. 

The committee is composed of both public 
and college librarians and has the dual concern 
that adequate library service be given students 
beyond high school and assurance that public 
libraries shall not sacrifice essential services in 
order to serve students. 

The committee presented to Dean Ficken, 
Executive Secretary of the Governor’s Com- 
mission the following statement of policy: 

“1, That the State of Ohio is responsible for 
library service to any institution for education 
beyond the high school which it creates. 

“2. Such library service might take the same 
form as that for high school libraries, that is, 
either a separate library or branch library set 
up by the parent institution or a library set 
up by agreement between the parent institution 
and existing library. 

“3. That adequate financing of such library 
service should be provided either in the same 
manner as other costs of the institution or by 
direct state appropriation for library purposes. 

“4, That certain courses of study, notably 
in the humanities and social studies (literature, 
history and such) require extensive library use, 
and that teachers in those fields, unsupported 
by library facilities cannot avoid giving sub- 
standard instruction. 

“5. That any institution beyond high school 
established in a community, even though such 
an institution is provided with its own library, 
places upon the public library in that commu- 
nity additional, unbudgeted burdens in terms 
of staff, space and material. These burdens 
divert funds and services appropriated and 
needed for their original purpose. 

“As increasing numbers of students tend to 
live at home and commute greater distances to 
institutions of higher education, and as these 
institutions decentralize, public libraries are 
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confronted with immediate and growing prob- 
lems of demands for books and services that 
have been furnished traditionally by college 
and university libraries. Librarians recognize 
that public library service particularly in small 
and medium-sized libraries is not a satisfactory 
substitute for the college and university li- 
brary. However, the effort to provide even a 
portion of college library service is costly in 
books, personnel, and reduced service to those 
segments of the population that the public li- 
brary is designed to serve. 

“It is our earnest request that these prob- 
lems of academic and public library service to 
students be included in the Commission’s study 
and report.” 

Dean Shera and Mr. Brahm have outlined an 
objective study to focus on ten communities 
of Ohio where branch colleges have been estab- 
lished. Efforts are being made to secure foun- 
dation funds for such a study.
